Corn-borer  control  laws  passed  by  States  helped 
check  spread  by  transportation. 

United  States  farmers  visited  damaged  areas  in  Essex 
and  Kent  Counties,  Ontario,  in  1926,  convinced. 

Some  farmers  cleaned  up  yet  failed  through  neglect 
of  others.
